When  it  was  decided 
to  increase  the  strength  of  the  bridge  the 
methcKl  idiiptod  wiu  !«•  run  what  are  called 
‘•overflfw-stays"  wires  cables  which  run 
down  from  the  top  of  each  tower  at  an  angle 
of  about  forty-five  degrees,  and  are  fastened 
to  the  longitudinal  stc/l  beams  ,u-hi<  h  form 
the  sides  of  the  bridge.  It  follows  tluit 
when  weight  is  put  upon  the  bridge  at  the 
point  where  the  overflow  stays  are  fastened

city  ft  Chicago  it  as  Incomparable,  in  Its  own 
wsy^s  Rome.  Its  bisforr  Is  indeed  as  brilliant 
as  it  is  brief.  Less  than  half  a  century  ago  it 
wua  an  Indian  trading-station,  with  a  mixed 
population  *f  m»e  hundred  whitws,  Maris  aud 
re  ta*n.  Ling  brfoye  tiba  site  was  visited  by  a 
white  man  it  was  a  favorite  rendezvous  for 
seven')  Indian  tribes  iu  succession.  The  earliest 
recorded  wcie  the  Tamaroas,  the  rtiost  powerful 
of  l|te  manly  tribes  of  the  llliui — whence  the 
name  of  Illinois.  The  word  “Chicago”  is  It*- 
diao  from  Chrecaqua,  the  name  of  a  long  Unt 
of  chiefs— meaning  strong.  Having  thus  re¬ 
ferred  briefly  to  the  early  history  of  this  Im¬ 
portant  city,  let  me  giro  you  some  little  idea 
of  its  advancement.  Iu  ItOT  it  was  Ine-wporat- 
cd  os  a  city,  with  a  population  of  4,170  In 
1850  the  population  reached  28,29d,  and  in  1870 
i  early  three  hundred  thousand  souls,  exaluidre 
of  the  surbnrban,  and  ranked  the  fifth  city  of 
thaL'uLon  In  numbers. 

Chicago  is  situated  on  tbe  west  shore  of' Lake 
Michigan.  The  location  of  the  business  por¬ 
tion  of  the  city  is  about  fifteen  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  lake.  It  is  divided  into  three  parts, 
by  a  sort  of  bayou  called  the  Chicago  River, 
which  extends  from  the  lake  shore  shout  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  and  then  divides  into  two 
branches  running  north  and  south  about  two 
miles  in  each  direction.  The  Chicago  River 
amt  its  branches,  with  numefons '  *llp6,  glee  a 
water  frontage,  pot  Including  the  lake  frout, 
of  thirty-eight  nfih-s.

bV  the  fits  iu  1#TI  is  still  f'<  sb  iu  the  memory  of 
many  of  your  readers —a  conflagration  the  most 
destructive  of  modern  limes  ;  but,  like  a  phoe¬ 
nix.  the  city  has  bceu  rebuilt  iu  a  style  of 
splendor  that  has  made  tt  the  marvel  of  the 
age  Many  ore  the  souvenirs  displayed  to  the 
rial  ting  stranger  of  the  lire's  havo;. 

The  river  is  a  noticeable  feature  of  Chicago, 
winding  through  its  heart,  lined  will*  warm 
louses,  grain-elevators  of  stupendous  dlraeu- 
Ronft,  Ailed  With  vessels  and  crossed  by  bridges 
*4  most  every  avenue.  There  are,  I  bob  told, 
■ome  forty  bridges  ;  but,  ample  as  this  Pom-' 
gnu  nice  tii.'ti  inky  sum,  the  Impatient  citizens 
fiiiiiul  that  tbe  draw*  oftlicsc  bridges  were  so 
foinduutly  open  for  the  passing  vessels  that,  in 
a*rcl er  to  facilitate  connection  with  dlffcicut 
parts  of  the  city,  tunnels  have  been  constructed 
Binder  the  river.  These  add  a  novel  and  Inter¬ 
esting  feature  to  tbe  city  ns  well  as  greatly 
facilitate  intcrcoursa  botw evil  the  parts  aaparst 
pd  by  the  River. 

Among  the  most  noted  Thoroughfares  of 
Chicago  may  be  nu*utioned  Wabash  and  Michi¬ 
gan  Avcuuib,  which  arc  as  famous  as  Fifth 
Avenue  in  New  York,  although  bowsing  knit 
little  resemblance.
